Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A discussion of the rejection over Herweck took place and focused 
on the claimed invention creasing the tubular component after the tube was formed to then form multiple channels. 
However, the Examiner pointed out that the claims do not clearly provide support for this argument. Mr. Maenner 
stated that a proposed amendment would be filed to clarify that the step of creasing is done after the formation 
process. The Examiner also noted that the Herweck patent could be interpreted to form creases by the indentation or 
perforation process mentioned in the patent. The Examiner suggested to amend the claims with language of the 
disclosure describing the Applicant's creasing process to clearly differentiate over Herweck. A discussion of the double 
patenting rejection also took place and IVIr. Maenner stated the Applicant would provide some comments about the 
differences in the claim language so the Examiner woud reconsider The Examiner stated that the arguments 
presented would be considered and an updated search would be necessary to review any new limitations. 
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
